The railroad must fetch at least 
$18 ,500,000, Judge Clarke rules, or 
it won’t be sold. That much is need- j 
ed to 
discharge 
“underly ing” 
in- j 
debtedness. 
The buy er must

assume about $18 ,000,000 worth

The Wheeling and Lake Erie main

The last in the series of lectures 


which have been given here for the 
members of the 
Shakespeare Club 


and their friends by Prof. Jenkins of 
Indiana University, was the one last 
evening on "Maerterlinck, the Mys- 
tic." 


"Maerterlinck is a poet, not a 


playwright, a thinker not a writer. 
He strives to refect life not action, 
to reflect 
not a. struggle but a 


dream. This mysticism is the pre- 
domination 
characteristic 
of 
his 


work and in his plays he emphasizes 
the subconscious existence 
rather 


than thel ife of actuality." and with 
this emphatic beginning, Prof. Jen- 
kins began his lecture last evening 
which was held in the Court House, 
with a good attendance of interest- 
ed hearers. 


'His earlier plays are to be class- 


ified as static dramas, they present 
situations, 
wherein 
something is 


expected
